Statistica of Implement Induetry— 
Where the Factories Are—Many ,. 
Canadians Find Work in Them t 

a 


In view of the general discussion 
of the agricultural implement indus- 
try, which has gone on all over Canada 
in the past few years, the following 
facts, as presented in the course of 
the budget debate in Ottawa recently, 
will be of great interest to all Tan- 
dians, particularly those who live In 
the West, 

According to the census of 1911 
there are in Canada seventy-seven {m- 
plement factories, with a capital 
of $45,000,000, The number of em- 
ployes at factories and head offices, 
nearly all men, is 9,600 and the amount 
of salaries and wages pald Is $5,650, 
000, Materials used amount to $10, 
400,000, and the value of products is 
$20,700,000. There are fifty-four of 
these establishments in Ontario, lo- 
cated at forty-three different places 
and in 85 electoral districts. The 
capital invested in Ontario alone is 
$44,000,000, The other establishments 
are located in the province of Quebec, 
and at Winnipeg and Brandon fn the 
province of Manitoba, I have a com- 
plete list of the places in which there 
are manufactories of agricultural !m- 
plements, I shall not go through it In 
detall, bu¢ for the information of the 
Houseo—because it was a surprise to 
me-—I propose to mention tonight the 
names of the places in Canada in 
which agricultural implements of one 
kind or another are manufactured, 
This is the list; Hamilton, Brockville, 
Toronto, Peterborough, Preston, St.

The Argentine Republic farmer can 
have no quarrel with the Argentina 
implement manufacturer about the 
price of his binders because there are 
practically no manufacturers in the 
Argentine Republic, 

All the implements the Argentine 
farmer uses aré made in the United 
States or Canada, and the farmer in 
South America has to pay @ tax on 
them in order to provide @ national 
revenue, but the tax that-he pays does 
not affard incfdental protection for the 
home product, 

The fact that there are no domes 
tio manufacturers explains why the 
Argentina urban population is ¢ton- 
fined to practically two cities, Buenos 
Aires and Rosario, the former of which 
contains more people than Canada’s 
eix largest cities, 

If Argentina had cultivated the home 
market she would now have possessed 
& number of medium sized cities ia 
which there would be some manu 
facturing development, With the ex. 
ception of the two alties referred, the 
Argentine farmer has no market and 
exports his products tn the shape of 
raw material to all the countries of 
the world, instead of having his fel- 
low citizens put it through some of 
the processes of manufacture as ip 
done in Canada and the United States,

He was ctanding at the counter of a 


HOLES IN POTS AND PANS 


Quick and Easy Method of Repairing 
Them at Home 

Pots and pans, whether of fron or 
tin (which is only iron tinned over), 
get holes in their bottoms ai! too 
soon to please the economical! house- 
keeper. Ther it becomes necessary to 
call in the tinsmith, who puts a lump 
of solder in the hole. This soon melts, 
and the hole is there again. 

But nothing is easier than to repair 
such holes at home and without the 
aid of a tinsmith. First of all make 
the hole round by inserting the point 
of a knife and twisting it back and 
forth. Place the pot or pan upon any 
firm, flat plece of metal, such as an 
anvil, a bar of iron or an inverted flat- 
iron, so that the jole is immediately 
over and touching the latter. In the 
middle of the hele place a shot of 
about the size of the hole.

HAVE FULL FRANCHISE

The Norwegian Government Said ‘to) 
be a Model For, All Nations, and 
Has Onc of the Most Democratic 
Forms of Government in the World. 
The Norwegian people boast that 

they have one of the most democratic 
forms of government in the world. The 
Storting is in close touch with every- 
day affairs, ant there can be no 
strong expression of public sentiment 
that it not at once reflected there. All 
men and Women over twenty-five 
years of age who have been at least 
five years in the country, provided 
they are not paupers, bankrupts or ex- 
convicts, are allowed to vote; and 
women as well a3 men are eligible for 
the Storting. 

When an election takes place the 
Norwegian elestors must choose, in 
addition to the direct member, a vice- 
deputy member to take his place 
should the representative be at any 
time unavoidably absent from the 
Sturting. For each seat contested each 
party may put forward one candidate 
and one vice-deputy candidate. The 
voting, both for member and deputy 
member, takes place on the same day 
and, althourh it seldom happens, it is 
possible for a Conservative deputy to 
be returned ‘ith a Liberal memer, 
and vice versa. 

Members of the Storting are paid at! 
the rate of 3000 kroner ($830) per year 
for ordinary sittings, but if ealled up- 
on to attend for any exira period an 
additional payment is made of 12 
kroner a day.

Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore 
most war correspondents of modern 
times, died recently at his London res- 
idence, He served as correspondent in 
many Wars. } 
A Scotchman, born In Glasgow 
nearly seventy years ago, lie joined 
the ranks of the confederates in 
civil war and fought through the en 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced to death by the north 

ern troops. 

Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campalen 
for a news agency. In 1882 he began 
his connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until his 
death. He followed tor that paper the 
British Egypthin ~-war and = various 
Soudan campaigns, the French annexa-! 
‘ion of Madagascar, the Ashanti war, | 
the Spanish expedition in Morocco, the 
Somali war, the Russo-Japanese war 
and the recent Balkan war 

For masy years he was able to visit 
his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constant service in the fleld 

At one time Burleigh went into poll 
tics and stood for a Scoitish constitu 
tency. He was tke author of a num- 
ber of books. 

Bennett Burleigi was well known to) 
many Canadians and was a welcome} 
visitor to the Canadian hut at the Bis 
ley meeting. During the Amer'tcan 
clvil war he was jailed in Toronto, ac-| 
cused of belligerent acta on Canadian 
sdil. He was eventually Mberated by 
order of the Imperial government.
